A Great Notion—Home Box Office 
lights its second birthday candle this 
month. 

It was on Nov. 8, 1972, that HBO 
transmitted its first programs to a few 
original subscribers in Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., thus preceding by a short while 
various other cable pay TV enterprises 
that have begun operating around the 
nation. 

That opening night's fare was a New 
York Rangers-Vancouver Canucks 
hockey game from Madison Square 
Garden and a film prophetically enti- 
tled Sometimes a Great Notion—with 
Paul Newman, Henry Fonda and Lee 
Remick. 

Programming in those days con- 
sisted of one sports event and one mo- 
tion picture, or a movie double bill, 
nightly. During November, other films 
were: Play Misty for Me, The Railway 
Children, Red Sky at Morning and The 
Andromeda Strain. Other sports 
events were New York Knicks basket- 
ball, roller derby, wrestling and World 
Hockey League (remember the New 
York Raiders?) 

Two years later, the HBO negpork 
serves approximately 30,000"sub- 
scribers in 40 or more cable com- 
munities in four states. By the end of 
this month, more than 150 films and 
some 400 sporting events will have 
been shown,and children’s and other 
special interest programming has been 
added. 

This Nov. 8, we'll usher in our third 
year with two HBO premieres of
